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along the Ohio. There was a total 

of 28,*iL'7 acres of land In the roy- 
al grant. The land was paneleil 
among the soldiers with little re- 
gard 'o topography and this fact 
led to a suit entered in the Staun- 
ton superior court, of Virginia. 
This action at law was due to the 
fact that some of Captain Savage's 
troopers had "bottom" lands, while 
the tracts of others were compos- 
pd . entirely of bills. Tbe suit was 
atyied William Coleman and others 
agalns' Simon Morgan and others. 
The court ordered a survey of Iho 
land and Qeneral lidward W. Tup- 
per, who was de8<ribfd iu) "an ex- 
pert raatbeniatlclan" was selected 
for the Job.

The entire tract 
was bought by Huntington, and la- 
tor sold to the old Central Land 
company inu( li of the holdings of 
which l.ave since been ecqulred by 
the Huntington Land company. 

The city of Huntington starting 
from a village now has 40.000 peo- 
ple and prospects for 100,000 with- 
in a few years.

In the firat place I think It Is 
bigh time for our county to make 
some very Important Improvements 
In regard to the roads and bridges 
and culverts aa they are tn bad and 
unsafe condition. It we bad begun 
using concrete Instead of ao much 
cheap lumber, say twenty years ago. 
and paid out at the same ratio ak 
we have paid out money for ma- 
terial tfcat has rotted and has giv- 
en way perUapa three or four times 
In that length of time, whereas If 
Jt had been ptit in out of good con- 
crete It would stand for one hun- 
dred years yet and then be in Kood 
coiidltloii 1 do not mean to do all 
this at once, but I think it a good 
plan to UB<:' concrete as the old work 
gives way and what we do use let 
It he made permanent and substan- 
tial I believe that the county Judge 
Hbould be a good practical man In 
regard to urveying and grading 
roads. I further believe that he 
should have a thorough knowledge 
of making and putting In concrete 
culverts or piers; he should also 
understand how to put In u good 
foundation for such work then lie 
would be able to take care of the 
county's Interest and know Just 
what kind of work the county Is 
paying for If this kind of work 
would be used we could noon have 
our county out of debt and put It 
on a cash basis. I also believe that 
some parte of our county have been 
n selected while others have bad 
good attention.. For Instance, the 
POin' between the two rivers has as 
good ittlzeiifi as any part Of our 
county, but there Is sOme neglect 
as to the proper Improvements In 
that one part of the county. I be- 
lieve that the county Judge should 
mnke at least two trips over the 
countv each year then he could fu>e 
the •iindltton of thHuw himself, so 
If perchance fraudulent claims 
should be brought before our Fis- 
cal Court^be would know how to 
meet them In my Judgment one 
trip should he made In the spring 
of each vear and the other In tbe 
fall. 

Some time ago I was called be- 
fore the Fiscal Court this body of 
county offlrialB knowing that 1 I''." 
a thorough knowledge of fhr' con- 
crete business, to make a statemeut I 
In regard to the npproilmate cpst;| 
of a new Jail made of concrete. 1 
»hlnk we figumd it wouM i;o«t close 
to twenty-five hun-lrc,; Zr.Ofl) 'lot 
lars and i tl.' i.fht :>u-~ liad dedd 
ed to '-.illd It. but later they 
<'batit;Qd lln-lt minds, best known tu 
tiienuelves. and spent at least a 
thou.iand twelve hundred dollars 
In th<' way ol repairs on the pres- 
enL Jail, which. In my Judgement. Is 
a total loss, as tbe Jail Is but lU^ 
tie, if auy, better, only as to light 
and ventilation, but otherwise no 
safer snd is yet unsafe and I might 
sa^ a disgrace to the count. 

I believe that -our l ouiity should 
pay a county Judge more and rid It 
self and of tbe road and bridge su 
pervlsor and require more of the 
4:ounty Judge and thereby save the 
county fronr three to five hundred 
dollars iier year. 

I wrl- the above from the fact 
that 1 have a thorough knowledge 
ot tbe things mentioned and a reas- 
onable knowledge ot the Common 
Law and not casting any reflections 
on any county official either past 
or present, but 1 do believe with the 
hearty co-operation of a good ac- 
tive county Judge and county at- 
torney, they both being practical 
men, that our county can be saved 
from five hundred to one thousand 
dollars per year. 

I have been In-the concrete busi- 
ness for more 'or ) less than seven 
years, therefore 1 feel myself cap- 
able of overseeing any kind of con- 
crete work or Inspection any kind 
of innsoiiry. So taking the above 
facts Into coiisldeiailon with the 
help of a good active Fiscal Court 
the.re Is no reaaon why these thiqgs 
should not be put Into effect and 
thereby aoon get our. roads and 
brldtfCR In much better condltlim 
than they now are and not Increas- 
ing the expense of the county but 
at a saving to the county and also 
making our work permanent l 
substantial whloh In a vfery few 
years woiild reduce the conntv'R ex- 
ponses to a great extent. For In- 
stance, we may have good, honest 
sober men at the hpad of the af- 
fairs of our county, but If they have 
h*d no experience along this line 
H would be easy for a practical or 
experienced man to put off shod- 
dy or Imperlect work for which iht 
county would have to l>ay. 

Let the voters of LnwTCnoa coun- 
ty take this matter Into' cOBttdera- 
tlon and act for their own' Inter- 
ents regarlesB of party atfUlstions 
and select good, honest, sober men 
to fill the various offices of our 
county. 

I thank tbe clUcens of Lawrence 
county for their past favors with- 
er or not 1 should ever again sik 
for office.

Frankfort. Ky., Feb. 25. — The coa- 
stltuUonality ot the act of 1912 
granting a pension of flO a month 
to Indljceiit. disabled soldiers ot tbe 
Conleileraiy waa called Into quee- 
tion by State Auditor Boeworth lo 
communication t<> Attorney Gen- 
eral Oaruett to-day. In which he aak- 
ed advice of the Attorney Oeneral 
about Issuing warrants on tbe treas- 
ury for the 284 pnegion claims sl- 
reay approved by the iienslon hoard. 

In explaining his action. Auditor 
Bosworth said he Is tn favor of tbe 
pension, but that his bondsmen 
have raised the question with bim 
«nd he is taking this step to pro- 
tect himself and his bondsmen. 

The question is raised on tbe SC' - 
tlon of the bill of rights prohibit- 
ing the granting of an exdaslve 
emolument to special classes. It is 
nrobable that a test suit will be- 
taken to the Court of Appeals to se- 
-ure a decision. The Auditor also 
stated that there is no money Ic 
the treasury now to pay these 
claims.
